Suicide at Stockton. 


STOCKTON, Oal., April 17.—Dennis Mc- 


Yickers, a well-known and respected 
resident of Stockton, committed suicide 
this afternoon by banging himself to a 
rafter in the basement of his own house. 
The old man waa 73 yeara ot age, and 
had been a resident ol Stockton since 
IMS, coming hero from Tuoluniuc coun- 
ty, where bo was engaged in mining. 
During the last lew years, particularly 
since the death of bis wife two years 
ago, Mr. McVicfcers has been sick, and 
his illness bad taken effect on his brain 
to that extent that he had often asserted 
that ho dill not care to live longer. The 
inquest will bo held in tho morning.

After 
thia they examined the frostleas belt in 
the vicinity of tlm Wnolton ranch and 
also made nn examination with a view 
to tapping the mountain for a water aup- 
ply. The idea was to establish orange 
orchards and irrigate them. Knansch

Gradually tho story grew in interest, 


though even from the start Sanders had 
proved a most entertaining narrator. 
He was never at a loss for a word, and 
was surprisingly graphic in minute de- 
tailfi of mining work and citrua culture.

AN UNANSWERED SIGNAL.

The Professor now gave in the nu 


circumstantial manner the story of t 
trading of the Wootton ranch. From 
bis account there must have been a mul- 
tiplicity of delail that would have taxed 
the memory of the most skillful finan- 
cier, to say nothing of legal pomta, but 
Sandera was equal to the occasion and 
gave every item, not even omitting to 
mention thai, to satiety a condition un- 
noted by Knausch, there had to be n 
''dummy" in the transfer, and that 
young Abbott was the dummy. Ho did 


• not state tho time the entire negotia- 


tions occupied, but the work accom- 
plished must have been done 
with 
dispatch, as Knauach and Gravea did 
not arrive at the ranch till Ihoafternoon 
and Wootton waa ready to leave at 4 
o'clock.

Let such men decide 
upon a day for a meeting at eorae cen- 
tral point in their respective localities, 
then upend a little of their time, which 
isn't worth a dollar to them, eo long aa 
the commission system stands, in going 
about and talking up co-operation among 
tbe growers and inviting them to the 
meeting.
